The number of Loan Funds in existence in 1 865 on Board’s Register was 97, being one 
less than in the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 
1865 amounted to £615,786; it fell short of that of the preceding year by £20,545. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working iu 1865 amounted to £160,832; it fell 
short of that of 1864 by the sum of £6,828. 

* From 1853 Monts do Pidte ceased to exist connected with loan Funds. 
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The number of loans made in 1865 was 141,051 ; it fell short of that of 1864 by 6,765. 
The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1865, at Id. each, was 142,300; it 
fell short of the number sold in 1864 by 3,400. The produce of the sale of Notes in 1865 
was £592 184-. 4 d . ; showing a decrease, compared with that of 1864, of £14 3s. 4 d. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1865, by the Board, at 1$. each, was 151 ; the 
produce of the sale of which was £7 11$. There was a decrease in the number so\d in 
1865, as compared with that of 1864, of 10, and in the produce of the sale of ]()$. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1865, amounted to £17,526 13$. 8 d . ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1 864 by £645 1 0$. Id. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1865 was £3,385 5$. 2d. - there 
was a decrease of fines in that year, as compared with the same item in 1864 of 
£219 18$. 2d. 1 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1865, was £1,818 7$. 4d., showing a decrease of such grants 
in that year, as compared with that of 1 864, of £5 6$. 8d. ° ’

The Board’s Expenditure in 1805 was £851 0s. ; it fell short of that of 1864 by 
£1 16 $. • J 

The Board’s Expenditure in 1SG5 exceeded the income from all sources, in that year 
by the sum of £L14 9$. 8d .— a result to be ascribed partly to the falling off in the 
produce of the sale of Notes in 1865 compared with the same item in 1864* and partly 
to the circumstance of repayments of monies advanced by Board to Aghada Loan Fund 
and disbursed for Waterford King-street Loan Fund, having been made in 1804 and no 
similar payments having been received in 1865. 

It is to be observed that in 1859 there was an increase in the Board’s Income from 
sale of Notes and Debentures, over that of the preceding year. Since that period to the 
present there has been a continued decrease.
